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1. Freight trains are now all provided with air-hydraulic brakes, A few old 
freight cars which sre kept on minor lateral lines have only hend-brakes, 
but recently even those cars have been provided with water and air brakes, 
Besides the air brakes, all the ears have also hand brakes 
which are generally operated only at stations. 


2, The brake regulations on freight trains are: 


a. On horizontal lines in trains of 50 car length, 25 of those cars have 
to be provided with hydravlie brakes, The 25 cars mst have pipes 


connecting them to those cars provided with air brakes and to the 
Locomotive, 


b. The regulations are not everywhere the some, Yor instance, on. the 
Jesenice-Ljubljana line, the number of air brakes is expressed in 
percentages so thet every transport shall have at least 18 percent 


of brake ssfoty, This percentage varies according to the weipht of 
the transport, 


e. On express trains (trains which can move at 90 kilometers per hour) 
every car shall be provided with hydraulic brakes. 
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
